THE COAST SURVEY. 


The Season’s Work in Alaska Has 
Been Completed. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Superin- 
tendent Duffield, of the Coast And Geo- 
detic Survey, has been informed that 


the parties which the survey has had. 


in the field in Alaska during the past 
summer have concluded the season’s 
work and are now on Mary’s Island, 
waiting to be picked up and brought 
to San Francisco on the Patterson 
which has been engaged in hydro- 
hic work in Alaskan waters. There 

ave been five parties from the coast 
survey engaged in the work in Alaska 
during the summer under Dickens and 
Welker. 

Their principal work has consisted 
in fixing. the point where the Portland 
canal cfossed the fixty-sixth parallel 
of latitiide. This is the extreme south- 
east point of the Alaskam concession, 
Its location will have a great deal to do 
in determining the boundary line be- 
tween Alaska and British Columbia. 
The work of last season consisted of 
the location of Mt. St. Elias as on the 
boundary between the two countries. 
Next season the more delicate work 
will be begun of running the line be- 
tween the two points. England claims 
much more than the United States 
concedes as to this boundary. The 
surveys so far made tend to confirm 
the contentions of this country. 

The longitude of many other points 
along the coast north of the Portland 
canal have also been determined as a 
preparation for next year’s work. Gen. 
Duffield says there is no longer any 
doubt that all the Yukon River basin 
below the mouth of Forty-Mile Creek 
is American territory, which includes 
the gold-fields of that stream as far as 
opened. 


COLLEGE FRATERNITIES. ~ 


First-year Men at Chicago Univers- 
ity Are Debarred. 
(EGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—Dr. Harper, of 
the University of Chicago, has caused 
the folowing autograph lietter to be 
circulated dmong the several fraterni- 
ties of the University. The letter was 
addressed to Head Prof. H. P. Judson, 
curator of the faculty, and reads: 

“In response to your.request for the 
interpretation of the university require- 
ment that membership in a secret fra- 
ternity shall be limited to the univer- 
sity colleges, and the second year of 
academic colleges, I would say that 
this is understood to imply that stu- 
dents in the first year of the academic 
colleges must not be admitted or 
pledged or invited to become members. 
You may regard this, if you please, as 
the interpretation of the requirement.”

GEN. E. D. KEYS. 
Death of the Old Soldier at Nice, 
France. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT,) 


NEW HAVEN (Ct.,) Oct. 15.—News 
has reached this city of the death of 
Gen. E. Dawin Keys in Nice, nce, 
on October 11. .Gen. Keys was born in 
Brimfield, Mass., May 29, 1810. He was 
admitted as a cadet to West Point dur- 
ing the year 1828 and was graduated in 
1832. In 1837 he was aide to Gen. Scott 
and in 1848 went to the frontier and did 
garrison duty until 1860, commanding 
a battery of artillery against Hostile 
Indians in the Northwest. 

At the breaking of the rebellion, Maj. 
Keys was given command of the 
Eleventh Infantry, regulars, with a col- 
. commission. He took part in the 
battle of Bull Run and was shortly 
afterward appointed brigadier-general 
of volunteers. He was attached to the 
Army of the Potomac under Gen. Me- 
Clellan and his division was actively 
engaged in the contests along the 
Chickahominy. Gen. Keys was breveted 
brigadier-general of the regular army 
May 31, 1862, for meritorious service. 

In 1864 he moved to California. He 
was president of the Mexican Gold Min- 
ing Company in 1867-’69 and vice-presi- 
dent of the California Vine Culture 
Society in 1868-72. He also became as- 
sociated with a party of capitalists 
and established in San Francisco the 
Humboldt Savings & Loan Society 
and became its vice-president.

A New Train Service Inaugerated 
by the Southern Pacific.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 15.—The 
Chronicle says that the Southern Fa- 
cific has shied its castor into the ring 
and will meet all comers in an open 
fight for passenger business between 
San Francisco and Portland.

“Reliable news has been received 
here that fifty Armenians were killed 
and a number wounded at Althissar.

railway, by a Moslem mob. The

IT IS THE SIXTH IN SIZE IN THE 
KNOWN WORLD. 
* 


Prof. nell of the Geological Survey 
Traced it Five Hundred Miles toe 
James Bay—tts Average Width 
in Over a Mile. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

OTTAWA (Ont.,) Oct. 15.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Prof. Bell of the Geological 
Survey, who returned to the city to- 
day, reports having discovered a river 
in the province of Quebec of large di- 
mensions. Shortly afier the party 
crossed the height of land they fol- 
lowed an unknown river, which grad- 
ually widened until it assumed great 
size. They followed this river to 
James Bay. The river had three large 
branches, one of which has its source 
north of Three Rivers, another in the 
Leke St. John region and the third 
near Lake Mistassini. 

This new river, for which the In- 
dians have no name, is much larger 
than the Ottawa, and Dr. Bell affirms 
it to be the sixth of the great rivers 
of the world. Its average width is con- 
siderably over a mile, and it has ex- 
pansions many miles in width. It 
runs through a level clay country, is 
very deep, and may be called the new 
Nile of the North. The river is 309 
miles in length, and great stretches of 
it would be navigable for steamers.

POSTOFFICE ESPIONAGE. 


A GREAT SURPRISE IN STORE FOR 
CHICAGO. 


One Hundred 
Carriers to be Notified That They 
Will be Dismissed—Eight 

Cases Reported. 


MACULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS 

CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Washington says 
that the mail which left Washington 
last night for Chicago carried 173 let- 
ters which will create an earthquake in 
the Chicago postoffice. They were sent 
by the First Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, and are addressed to letter-carriers 
in Chicago. They notify 173 men that 
charges have been: filed against them 
sufficient to cause dismissal from the 
service, and that they will be given ten 
days to show cause why they should 
not be removed. Derelictions of the 
most serious nature have been discov- 
ered among the letter-carriers. Even 
some of the subordinate officials of the. 
office have been caught in the net. 

The news will come to Postmaster 
Hesing and the carriers themselves like 
lightning from a clear sky. The state 
of affairs disclosed in the Chicago post- 
office and sub-stations has astonished 
the officers of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment in Washington. The service has. 
been found even worse than it was in. 
Philadelphia, where a wholesale clean- 
ing-out and reorganization was neces- 


For a period of twenty-eight days, be- 
ginning September 6, a large force of 
special secret agents of the Postoffice 
Department conducted a systematic 
espionage of the Chicago letter-carriers, 
When the reports of the special agents 
were all in it was found that 800 car- 
riers had been reported. The cases of 
173 were serious enough to demand at- 
tention individually. It cannot be told 
until their explanations have been made 
how many of the carriers will be re- 
moved. It is safe to guess, however, 
that at least fifty will be removed, and 
probably fifty more will be placed on 
the substitute list. Others will be sus- 
pended from five to twenty days, ac- 
cording to the gravity of their offer ses 
and the plausibility of their explana- 
tions.

The reason 
Why those on board the vessel were 80 
careful not to give out the facts con- 
nected with the mining enterprise was 
that Walter Story, superintendent of 
the Alaska Packers’ Association at 
Prince Williams Sound, was one of the 
promoters of the scheme. 

Story conceived the idea last year 
that the sands on the beach of the 
sound were auriferous. The only ob- 
stacle apparent in the way of getting 
the gold was lack of knowledge how to 
separate it from the sand. This obsta- 
cle was very easily overcome, in the- 
ory, by a friend of his named Hartley 
Williams, who held a patent on an 
amalgamating’ pan. Williams said that 


' his pan would do the trick nicely. 


To work the pans machinery was 
needed and to get machinery capital 
must be obtained. In this dilemma the 
two promoters met A. T. Taylor, A. L. 
Rockman and J. Wicher, who had just 
finished an engagement at the Midwin- 
ter Fair. These gentlemen did not lay 
claim to any vast amount of capital, 


_ but they were in close touch with men 


who had money to invest in any lauda- 
ble enterprise. The “rustlers” intro- 
duced to the promoters J. Bonney and 
Frank Owens. The capitalists bought 
the machinery and the latter was 
shipped on the Scofield to Prince Wil- 
liams Sound, Story and Williams going 
on the same vessel as passengers. Bar- 
ney, Allen and Taylor went up by 
eteamer, connecting at Sitka with the 
Alaskan mail boat. When they reached 
Prince Williams Sound they were 
“broke.” That was the proper way to 
go mining, they argued. When they 
reached seund Superintendent 
Storey grub-staked them. Tents were.

In a week they had mined 150 tons of 
sand and the amalgamating pans 
turned out just $2.50 in gold.

MAILS ON STREET CARS. 
Employees of the San Francisco Sys- 
tem Suspect a Jod.“ 
MEGULAN ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, October 15.—The 
Chronicle says that the announcement 
by Postmaster McCoppin that he is en- 
Aeavoring to bring about the carrying 
of the mails between the sub-stations 
and the central postoffice on the street 
railroad lines of this city is looked 
upon very suspiciously by railroad em- 
ployees and especially by members of 
the A. R. U. While not imputing to Me- 
Coppin anything but the best motives 
to facilitate the transmission and dis- 
patch of mails generally, the railway 
employees claim to see behind the prop- 
osition the hand of the Southern Pa- 
cific railway. They claim that it is 
nothing more nor less than a scheme 
of the railway company to bring its im- 
mense street-car system within the pro- 
tection of that celebrated omnibus de- 
cision of Abtty.-Gen. Olney during the 
strike against the Pullman Car Com- 
pany. 

The provisions of that decision’ were 
broad enough to bring under its wing 
all railway companies carrying mails. 
It is Maintained that the refusal of 
trainmen to move trains carrying Pull- 
man coaches was indirectly an inter- 
ference with the United States matis 
and consequently a serious offense in 
the Federal calendar of crimes. 

There is a rumor afloat that the offi- 
cers of the Market-street combine would 
like, if possible, to trim the wages of 
its employees a little, and it is openly 
stated in certain quarters that the mo- 
ment mail-cars begin running over the 
car-lines, the reduction will go into et- 
fect. In case of a strike under these 
conditions Atty.-Gen. Olney’s decision 
would cover the case very nicely and 
stand between the company and its dis- 
satisfied employees. A general strike 
would, of course, tle up the mail-car as 
well as the others, even in case the 
company used separate coaches for car- 
rying the mails and could be very 
nicely constructed ‘into an interference 
with the malls. 

In this city there are about eight 
thousand men employed on the street 
railway lines, 80 per cent. of which 
force is controlled by the Southern Pa- 
cific railway under the name of ‘the 
Market-street Consolidated Railway 
System. A general “walkout” would 
result in a very bad state of affairs for 
both the public and the owners of the 
lines, but the latter would bé much the 
worse sufferers. In the past there have 
been some very liyel 
portions of these 
resulted disast 
Should the 
mails, as long gs the Olney decision is 
interpreted as t is at present, a general 
strike would bring the strikers in di- 
rect conflict th the Federal author- 


ities as it ld be impossible to keep 
the mail running if the roads were 
tied up.

REVIEWING ITS WORK, 


| The California Miners’ Association 
and Its Constitution. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 15.—All of the 
officers of the California Miners’ Asso- 
ciation for the coming year were elected 
today by acclamation at the convention 
in Pioneer Hall. They are: Jacob H. 
Neff of Placer county, president; Sam- 
uel K. Thornton of San Francisco, 
vice-president; Julian Sonntag of San 
Francisco, secretary; W. W. Mantague 
of San Francisco, treasurer. 

Neff, who has been president ever 
since the Miners’ Association was 
formed, three years ago, was proposed 
for re-election by Ames of Placer. Sher- 
wood of Yuba, in seconding the nomi- 
nation, said that the people of his 
county are in favor of the Caminetti 
law and see no reason why hydraulic 
mining should not be carried on under 
it. The association should continue to 
have at its head a man who is in 
thorough accord with the hydraulic as 
well as other miners. Grant I. Tag- 
gart of Oakland also seconded Neff. 

When re-elected by a resounding 
vote and after he had been cheered, 
Neff expressed his appreciation of the 
compliment paid him. He said that 
last year he desired to retire, but was 
persuaded to serve for another year. 
He knew that other gentlemen were as 
capable as himsif to act as president. 
This year be was sincere in his de- 
termination to let someother man wield 
the gavel, but his election came in such 
a manner that it was really gratifying 
to him. 

The report of the Mineral Lands Com-

RIOTS ARE DOOMED, — 


The Tseung-li-Yamen Accedes to the 
Demands of the British Minister. 
The Revolution in the Hermit 

Kingdom. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.— Minister 
Denby and the British Minister to 
Chint. have succeeded in overcoming 
the obstacles which threatened to make 
the Ku-Cheng commission a fallure, 
as far as it was intended to sure the 
punishment of Chinese who partici- 
pated in the riots at Ku-Cheng. At 
each stage the commission has been 


the Viceroy of the province of Sai- 
Shuen himself stood in the way of the 


Finally an appeal was made to the 
Tsung Li Yamen directly, and it has 
acceded to the demands of the min- 
isters, as evidenced by the following 
cablegram, received at the State De- 
partment today from Minister Denby: 

PEKING, Oct. 11.—Seventeea crim- 
inals will be executed at Ku-Cheng. 
The Yamen agrees that all leaders in 
the rioting shall be executed, all par- 
ticipants sentenced and all implicated 
shail be tried. The commission will 
probably be adjourned. An imperial 
decree has been issued, which refers 
all of the Sze-Chuen officials implicated 
to the board for punishment. 

It is supposed the commission has 
c neluded its work. 


KEEPING EM OUT OF TROUBLDE. 

YOKOHAHBHA, Oct. 15.— An imperial 
ordinance has been issued prohibiting 
Japanese from visiting Korea without 
special permission from the govern- 
ment of Japan. A dispatch from Seoul 
states that during the confusion which 
followed the recent attack on the royal 
palace, rioters entered the bedroom and 
murdered three women, one of whom 
is supposed to be the Queen of Korea, 

SOME ANCIENT HISTORY. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—There is 
still no confirmation here of the re- 
ported assassination of the Queen cf 
Korea, and although there may be po- 
litical motives for concealment for a 
time of such a tragedy, officials here 
think it possible the Queen may be 
alive, as the dispatches are somewhat 
doubtful on this point. It is recalled 
that a similar state of affairs existed in 
Kerea, in. 1882, and that then the report 
was circulated. that she was dead. At 
that time this same Tal Won Kun, 
father of the King, who is said to 
have led the last attempt upon che 
Queen's life, attacked the palace with 
a large band of adherents and cap- 
tured the persons of the King and 
Queen. 

The Queen — condemped to be 
poisoned, but by the sublime devotion 
of one of her handmaidens she escaped. 
The maid took the poison and the Queen 
was secretly carried off by her friends, 
and hidden in the mountains, while 
the report was sent out that she had 
been killed. The Chinese government, 
which maintained its suzerainty almost 
entirely through the active support 
and sympathy of the Queen, took active 
steps to redress her wrongs, and, send- 
ing a large force of troops to Korea, re- 
instated her and her husband on the 
throne and carried old Tai Won Kun off 
into exile in China, from which he was 
subsequently released. 

CHOLERA IN JAPAN. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Reports to 
the United States supervising surgeon- 
general of the Marine Hospital Service 
indicate that during the present epi- 
demic of cholera in Japan there have 
been 42,706 cases and 28,513 deaths. 
These reports agree in saying that the, 
disease was unusually virulent this 
year, in certain districts almost all the 
cases proving fatal. It is believed that

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Two cable 
messages were received by ‘Secretary 
Herbert today from the Asiatic station. 
One briefly announced the arrival of 
gunboat Petrel at Chemulpo, The 
other simply announced the arrival of 
the Machias at Shanghai. 


FRENCH PRESS COMMENT. 


PARIS, Oct. 15.— The Soliel today, 
commenting upon the uprising at 
Seoul, says: 

“The powers, and Russia in particu- 
lar, cannot allow Japan to establish a 
stringent protectorate over Korea. 
Very dangerous. complications have 
arisen which may compromise the re- 
sults obtained by the intervention of 
the powers in the settlement of the 
China-Japan dispute.” . 

Figaro, referring to the Korean situ- 
ation, remarks: The Koreans do not 
want the Japan yoke. Japan is in a. 
nasty position. Her policy has received 
a check from which it will have dif- 
ficulty in recovering.”

SEALS AWAY 


DEPLETION m DUE TO KILLING 
AT SEA. 


Paris Regulations at No Cost 
to Themselves. 


Seventy-five Per Cent. of the Skins 
Taken by Poachers This Year 


The Patrol by the American Reve- 
nue Cutters Was of the Best and 
the Government Has Acted 
in Good Faith. 


- 


(REGULAR ASSOUIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, October 15.—James 
Sheakley, Governor of Alaska, in his 
annual report to the Secretary of the 
Interior, says that on the 4th of July 
the cutters Rush, Corwin, Grant and 
Perry were in the harbor of Unalaska 
and gave the natives an object lesson 
as to the proper and patridétic celebra- 
tion of the day. 

On the disappearance of the seals, the 
Governor says: No one at all familiar 
with past history of the. islands can 
look upon the deserted reokeries today 
and not realize with. crushing force how 
great has been the diminution of seal 
life, especially of the reproductive class, 
the females.”’ 

The Governor says that the claim of 
the Canadians and the British that the 
excessive killing of seals on land is the 
cause of the depletion, is disproved by 
the statistics. He says that on the 
rookeries now there are many male 
seals, while females are scarce. The 
diminution is due directly to the kill- 
ing at. sea, where no discrimination 
can be made as to the sex of the seals. 
He says that better protection must be 
granted them than is afforded by the 
Paris tribunal-and that the schooners 
have not been able to make the usual 
catches this season, the catch of the 
B itish vessels being not over 200 per 
vessel. He says of the British vessels: 

“The only hope of saving themselves 
from loss was Bering Sea, as-the sup- 
ply here (Pribylov) is greatly dimin- 
ished. Great Britain gave to the Cana- 
dian sealers increased facilities by 
availing herself of a technicality and 
violating the clear intent of the Paris 
regulations relating to firearms, When 
the Canadian authorities secured from 
England what is practically a repudia- 
tion, or at least a negation of the Paris 
tribunal, they knew it would be possi- 
ble for British Columbian schooners 
coming from the Asiatic side of the 
sea to use the allowed firearms and 
evade detection by asserting that the 
skins found on board with shot wounds 
while in Bering Sea were skins taken 
on the Japan coast.” 

The Governor says that the remedy 
for the evil is simple, but under existing 
conditions its application is difficult. 
Unless Great Britain has forfeited; by 
her recent action, all right to consider- 
ation, and the United States holds with 
a firm hand all vessels found engaged 
in destroying seals, the remedy laid 
down by the Paris tribunal has proved 
a failure. 

The Governor says that 15,000 skins 
were taken on the islands this year, 
and 38,000 were taken by poachers, 75 
per cent. of which were females. He 
says that the patrol of the sea by the 
United” Statts has “been of the best, 
and the government has acted in good’ 
faith in its efforts to enforce the Paris 
Tribunal. 

He discusses at some length the min- 
ing industry of Alaska, and says that 
the production indicates it will be a 
profitable and permanent industry. 
The laws of the mining country are 
administered by the miners themselves 
and it is wholly impracticable to try 
to exercise government control of the 
mines at present. 

Upon the subject of the Alaskan 
boundary the Governor says: “The 
people of Alaska, over the whole coun- 
try, expect and believe that the gov- 
ernment of the United States will de- 
fend and maintain our rights to all 
the territory included within the

When the fruit sets very thickly it 
must be well thinned. 

The prices resulting have been very 
satisfactory to me. I am well repaid 
for the extra labor, the fruit netting me

Conditions and surroundings vary so 
much that I would not advise one way 
or the other. Almost any variety of 
plum or prune could be grafted on Kel- 
seys, where they are not profitable. 
Why not use Robe de Sargent, espe- 
cially if the root is peach? 

A douhble-Worked Robe de Sargent 
tree is best, as it makes a larger tree, 
and larger fruit as well as more of it. 

It won’t unite directly om the peach, 
as is generally known, or should be,

BISHOPS AND DEPUTIES 


RESOLUTIONS ‘AND R#POWTs aT 
MINNEAPOLIS. 


The Body of Commanicants Growing 
More Rapidly Than the Clergy— 
Constitutional Revision. Under 
Way—A Bishop of Alaska to be 
Chosen. 


— 


(REGULAR ‘ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

MINNEAPOLIS (Minn.,) Oct. 15.—In_ the 
Episcopal House of Deputies today resolutions 
were passed recommending that the Expense 
Committee raise a fund to pay the traveling 
expenses of bishops in Europe visiting churches 
there, and declaring it expedient to name 4 
deputation to attend the next meeting of the 
Canadian synod of the church of England. 

Rev. H. C. Duncan of Louisiana, in his re- 
port on the stats of the church, said that since 
the last conference in 1892 ten bishops had 
died, and fourteen had been consecrated, four 
of whom went to missionary’ districts. The 
church now had 79 bishops, 4544 clergymen, 
567 candidate for lay orders; ‘190,820 baptisms 
in the past year and 131,473 confirmations. 
There are now 618,500 commuhicants, 6157 
church edifices and nearly ‘five hundred insti- 
tations of a benevolent or educational charac- 
ter. Contributions ‘from all sources 
reached $38,000,000. 

Dr. Duncan showed that the body of com- 
municants was growing more than the number 
of the clergy. The increase in the triennium 
had been 65,791, while the list of priests had 
grown but 157, a fact he attributed to “insuffi- 
ciency and diminution of stipends.”’ 

The income for the three years was $35,000 
less than for the preceding pefiod. The com- 
mittee made recommendations for patriotic 
services on the Fourth of July, for stricter re- 
gard for the divorce law of the church, for bet- 
ter Sabbath observance and for a more active 
propaganda for Christian teaching. It being 
sought to thank the author of a aed oe for 
its gratuitous distribution, a resolution refus- 
ing to permit the distribution in the conven- 
tion of any publication not officially recognized 
was offered by J. Pierpont Morgan and unani- 
mously adopted. . 

The House of Bishops today concurred in the 
action of the deputies providing for ffnal ad- 
journment on October 22, on which day the 
pastoral letter will be read. 

Most of the morning session was devoted to 
constitutional revision. An amendment was 
adopted to Article V, making the.consent of the 
bishops of dioceses affected, as well as that of 
the convention, necessary before any diocese 
or missionary jurisdiction could erected. 
The action of yesterday assigning the yr x 
of Alaska to the bishop of Olympia - 
sidered by a two-thirds vote and the advisabil- 
ity of the election of a missionary bishop was 
considered. 

The deputies finally passed the Packard reso- 
lution referring the subject of constitutional 
revision to a new commission, composed of 
six clerical and six ay members The bishops 
will have no connection with the work of this 
commission. The house had previously de- 
feated a proposal to refer the matter back to 
the present joint commission. The establish- 
ment of, a. nejal waa expected from 
the matters referred to the new commission. 

The House of Bishops today reconsidered 
their action in deciding not to send a bishop 
to Alaska and, with the conctrrence of the 
House of Deputies, one will be elected.

‘LITTLE. ROCK (Ark. ) Oct. 15.— 
Gov. Clarke’s determination to stop the 
Corbett-Fitzsimmons contest at any 
cost was emphasized today by the 
presence in this city of Gen. Taylor of 
Forrest City, brigadier-general of the 
Arkansas State Guards, who was sum- 
moned to the capital by telegraph to 
confer with the Governor in regard to 
the strength of the State.militia. Gen. 
Taylor was in conference with Gov. 
Clarke for one hour this morning, and 
when seen later by a reporter, was pre- 
paring to take the afternoon train for 
Hot Springs. 

Gen. Taylor said positively that the 
fight would not occur. His purpose in 
going to Hot Springs, he said, was to 
warn the people there against the dan- 
ger to which they would subject them- 
selves should any attempt be made to 
bring the contest off. The State Guard, 
Gen. Taylor said, was in good condition 
and amply sufficient to cope with the 
case in hand. He could, he said, with 
a few hours’ notice, land 850 well- 
drilled and fully-equipped men in Hot 
Springs. Gen. Taylor will return to 
this city tomorrow and advise Gov. 
Clarke as to the situation at Hot 
Springs, and the result of his visit 
there. 

Gov. Clarke, when questioned by an 
Associated Press representative in ret - 
erence to his consultation with Gen. 
Taylor, was not disposed to talk. 
Asked if he had confidence in the abil- 
ity of the State guard to carry out his 
plans, he said that the militia was a 


matter of secondary consideration; that 


he could get all the force necessary out- 


side of the militia companies. He reit- 


erated his former declaration that the 
fight would not be permitted to take 
place, and in this connection said he 
could make no distinction between a 
prizefight and a glove contest. 
“Suppose, Gov. Clarke,” suggested 
the reporter, Corbett and Fitzsimmons

According to its char- 
ter the Hot Springs Athletic Club Asso- 
ciation was organized for the purpose 
of carrying on the business of main- 
taining a park or place of recreation 
Springs, 
where races, athletic sports and games 
could be practiced and exhibited,-and 
means of entertainment furnished 
either to the public or by such persons 
or associations as may from time to 
time be admitted thereto. 

Under this charter the people inter- 
ested believe they can conduct a box- 
ing match limited to a specified num- 
ber of rounds with soft gloves with- 
out violating any State law. When in- 
formed of. this scheme, Gov. Clarke 
stated that the State chartered cor- 
porations and associations for legal pur- 
poses only, and that no violation of 
the law would be tolerated under the 
guise of amusement. He was not pre- 
pared, however, to state just what 
legal effect the proposed change would 
have. 

WILL TEST THE LAW. 

’ HOT SPRINGS, Oct. 15.—According to 
the opinion of the best legal talent of 
Arkansas there is nothing in the laws 
of this State by which a contest be- 
tween Corbett and Fitzsimmons can be 
prevented. In order to clinch the mat- 
ter and prevent any interference on the 
part of the legal authorities, the officials 
of the Florida Athletic Club have ar- 
ranged for a glove contest, to take 
place at once. The contestants will be 
arrested and taken before Judge Duffie. 
The decision of Judge Duffie will prob- 
ably be given at once. 

If Judge Duffie agrees with opinions 
given by lawyers, the fight cannot bé 
stopped. If he decides against the ath- 
letic club officals, an appeal will be 
taken to the Supreme Court. It is be- 
lieved that Judge Duffie will render a 
favorable decision.

“CORPUS CHRISTI (Tex. ) Oct. 15.— 
Before I leave here with Fitzsimmons 
you must deposit with a responsible 
party enough money in cash to defray 
expenses for any and all legal difficul- 
ties that may arise.

HOW TO NURTURE PATRIOTISM. 


The love of home is the spirit out of 


which true patriotism is born, and 
there is no nation on the face of the 


globe in which this spirit should be 80 
strong, so fully enkindled, as in Amer- 
ica—the land of homes, where more 
poor men own their homes than in any 
other country, and possess a heritage 
in the soil that exceeds that possessed 
by the masses in other lands. 

Gompers’s visit abroad should be a 
valuable lesson to him and to the work- 
ingmen who follow in his lead, in that 
he saw convincing evidence that the 
wage-earners of America are in every 
way better conditioned than their 
brothers in other lands, who are 80 
much more fully ground down to piti- 
less toil and-the self-denials of pov- 
erty than they are in America. 

Americanism— American patriotism 
is the spirit which needs to be culti- 
vated in the breasts of the rising gen- 
eration, until the feeling grows to full- 
ness that there is nothing of which a 
man should be so proud as to be able 
to say, I am an American!” This 
spirit of patriotism, this love of coun- 
try, this glorying in what we have 
achieved as a freé people, is one of the 
most important lessons to be taught 
by the teachers in our public schools. 
With the large admixture of foreign 
elements in our population, every 
child born upon the soil of this coun- 
try, and every child of the foreigner 
who is nurtured upon this soil and be- 
comes an American by adoption, should 
have this principle early instilled into 
his mind, until pride-of country is the 
element which he breathes. 

With the history of his country every 
child should be familiar, that he may 
know in how much he has to glory. 
It is a land baptized in the blood of 
Freedom's martyrs; a land whose hand- 
ful of heroes twice conquered the 
strongest nation of the globe; a land 
that has done and dared more for 
liberty and for right than any other 
country in any age has dared and 
done. No land shows more illustrious 
names than ours can show in the 
brief period of her history. No more 
brilliant deeds are known to fame than 
we can show. But stronger reasons 
for patriotism may yet be urged. The 
American experiment is accomplishing 
for humanity a work which can be ac- 
complished in no other land, for where 
in all the world is thought so free as 
here, eonscience so untrammeled, and 
action so unfettered as in the United 
States? The American people are set- 
tling for the world man's capacity for 
self-government, and it is the destiny 
of the United States to lead to the lib- 
erty of perfect self-government all 
other nations. Therefore, that this 
may be accomplished, the love of coun- 
try must be enshrined in the heart of 
the American citizen with the earliest 
lessons of his life, and, as has been 
aptly said, He should be indoctrinated 
in the laws and customs of the land 
and taught to honor its flag and to 
sing its national songs. Into his mind 
should be instilled all those principles 
of courage, fortitude and patriotism 
which ever meet in man’s loftiest ideal 
of man. He should be taught the dif- 
ference between a statesman and poli- 
tician, between a patriot and a par- 
tisan. He should be schooled in the 
history of his native town, his native 
State, as well as his native land, and 


taught to love them .with an intelli- 


gence that takes all the basic facts in 


thetr history, and comprehends with 
what price in blood and treasure of de- 
voted lives they have been purchased. 
He should be taught to dwell upon 
liberty until every letter in the sacred 
word shall be luminous with a heavenly 
flame, and until the lives of the heroes 
who have died in its defense shall be- 
come a resistiess inspiration. This 
done, and there will be no lack of pa- 
triotic sentiment in the rising genera- 
tion.” 


UNDERV ALUATIONS. 


As an illustration of the undervalua- 
tion of imports under the present tariff, 
the New York Tribune notes the fact 
that the exports of woolen cloths to 
this country from Great Britain, in Au- 
gust last, were seven and a half times 


as large in quantity as in the month of 


August, 1894, although in value called 
only four times as large. The exports 
of worsted cloths to this country in Au- 
gust were in quantity nearly five times, 
and in reported value about four 
times as large as the correspond- 
ing month last year. During the 
first eight months of the year 
the exports of woolen cloths to 
this country from Great Britain were 
9,200,700 yards, against 1,095,600 last 
year, and of worsted cloths 48,425,100 
yards, against 9,475,500 last year. The 
total value of worsteds and woolens 
was £4,281,690, against £925,197 last 
year. 

As our exports have decreased dur- 
ing the same time, it follows that thes? 
vastly augmented imports of British 
fabrics have been made at a corre- 
sponding loss to American manufac- 
turers and workmen, who would have 
been called upon to supply the demands 
of the domestic market but for the 
great influx of foreign goods. 

In some cases the undervaluation 
of imported goods has been 4o flagrant 
that the customs authorities at New 


‘York have reappraised them at some- 


where near their real value. Advances 
of 90 per cent. have been made in some 
instances. Vast numbers of fraudu- 
lent invoices slip through, however, 
without detection, or at least without 
interference. If these goods were all 
invoiced at their true value, the nom- 
inal value of goods imported would 
be increased probably by not less than 
one-third. 

These fraudulent undervaluations 
not only defraud the government of 
revenue which it needs and is en- 
titled to, but they inflict injury upon 


American labor by making possible the 


larger importation of foreign goods to 
displace those of domestic manufac- 
ture. Herein lies one of the chief 
faults of the present tariff. It sub- 
stituted ad valorem for specific duties 
in hundreds of instances, thereby in- 
viting fraudulent valuations, with con- 
sequent loss of revenue and injury to 
American industry. | 
It is really no wonder that our reve- 
nues are falling some millions of dol- 
lars per month short of meeting the ex- 
penses of the government. The, wonder 
is, rather, that the average monthly 
deficits are so small. The business of 
the government will not be on a sound 
basis until we have a tariff for revenue 
and protection rather than a tariff for 
deficits, undervaluations, and free 
trade. | 


The Southern Lumberman is author- 
ity for the statement that it requires 
the marketable spruce timber of seven 
acres of land each day to supply the 
white paper which one newspaper pub- 
lisher in New York requires. Wood- 
pulp has practically superseded all the 
other fibers in the manufacture of 
common print-paper, ‘hence the great 
consumption of timber in that industry. 
The total amount of wood-pulp used 
daily in the United States is stated by 
the above-named authority to be equal 
to 2,200,000 cords of wood, or 500,000,000 
feet of timber per annum. Even a 
modest paper like the Los Angeles 
Times, published away off here on the 
Pacific periphery of the republic, used, 
during the twelve months ended Sep- 
tember 30, 1895, the very considerable 
amount of 562 tons of “news print,” as 
against 395 tons consumed during the 
preceding year—being an increase of 


45 per cent. At the rate of consump- 


tion going on the exhaustion of the 


spruce timber supply is only a ques- | 


tion of time. Some substitute will 
have to be found, or books and news- 
papers will eventually be much higher 
in price than they are now.

„As for myself,“ continued the Sen- 
ator, I have not made up my mind. It 
is certain to go to Chicago, Rr 
or San Francisco. Any one of the 
places named would suit me. 

“What do I think of the probable 
nominee of the party? Well, my State 
is rather inclined toward McKinley, 
but I hear Allison and: Reed frequently 
referred to as available and safe for 
the party. Harrison, did you say? 
Never! He is entirely out of the ques- 
tion. I believe there was an attempt 
to work him into tiie fight, but it has 
about given out. Don't you recall that 
old line, thou dost protest too much. 
That applies to Harrison. He will 
never do.” 

“Will the Republican party give the 
West a free-coinage plank?” 

„es: I think so. One similar to the 
plank ot the last campaign; but I do not 
think the Republicans or the Democrats 
either will ever declare for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver without re- 
gard to any other country. I think the 
money question will have to be settled 
in such a way that there will never be 
any. great disturbance in money values. 
I have always thought that way and 
cannot see it in any other light.

‘PROHIBITION AND ALLISON. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—A special from 
Des Moines says that it is stated on 
good Republican authority that the Re- 
publican State Central Committee has 
just completed a poll of the preferences 
of Republican candidates for the Légis- 
lature in the matter of the resubmission 
of the prohibition amendment, and has 
found that a majority of them favor re- 
submission.

AN OFFICIAL DENIAL. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—The report 

that British soldiers had been landed 
in Brazil and were proceeding to the 
disputed British-Venezuelan territory 
is discredited by SirJulian Pauncefote, 
the British Ambassador; Senor Men- 
doca, the Brazilian Ministern and 
Senor Andrade, the Venezuelan Mints- 
ter. 
At the State Department the report 
finds no credence. The entire colonial 
army of British Guiana numbers 200 
militia, a force too small to be effective 
in a conflict with Venezuela, and, be- 
sides, the British are too well-informed 
as to the rights of other nations need- 
lessly to make an issue with a friendly 
nation like Brazil by violating her ter- 
ritory. . 

Again, the particular corner of Brazil 
that such a force would be obliged to 
traverse is an impenetrable jungie, and 
the route would be far into the interior, 
too far from the tract involved in the 
boundary dispute. It is recalled that a 
similar report was put afloat a few 
weeks ago, only the scene in that case 
was on the boundary of Fernch Guiana 
and the forces were reported to have 
landed from a French warship. As a 
fact, it was found later that the party 
seen was made up of a few gold-min- 
ers, seeking new mining ground, and it 
is presumed that in the present case 
the expedition reported is nothing more 
than another mining party going into 
the interior. 94 

WASHINGTON. Oct. 15.—Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, accompanied by the Earl 
of Westmeath, arrived here today ofter 
an extended tour through Canada. He 
was asked concerning the reported 
landing of British troops-in Brazil en 
route to Venezuela.

POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


A Special Letter Received from an 
Aecused Woman. 


The Board of Police Commissioners 
yesterday considered the following 
communication from the. Union-avenue 
Methodist Episcopal Church, relating 
to a nuisance said to exist in the 
neighborhood of the church: * 

„To the Chief ot Police and Board of 

Police Commissioners: The official 
board of the Union-avenue Methodist 
Episcopal Church has reason to be- 
lieve that a house of prostitution has, 
been opened on the northeast corner 
of Burlington avenue and Court street, 
adjoining the parsonage of said church 
and in the same block in which the 
church is situated. At a meeting of 
said board, held on the 3d inst, the fol- 
lowing resolution was presented and 
unanimously adopted: 
Resolved, that the official board of 
Union-avenue Methodist Episcopal 
Church request the Chief of Police and 
Board of Police Commissioners to close 
and suppress the house of prostitution 
recently opened on the northeast cor- 
ner of Burlington avenue and Court 
streets, immediately adjoining the par- 
sonage of said church, and that pend- 
ing the closing of said house an offi- 
cer be placed in the vicinity to afford 
police protection to the women and 
children of the neighborhood.’ ”’ 

While the commissioners were con- 
sidering this communication, Clerk 
Parker. announced that he had an- 


other letter bearing upon the subject 


from the Jad» living at use men- 


tioned. The letter, is here given: 


“To the Chief of Police and the Hon- 
orable Board of Police Commissioners: 
In Saturday’s paper I read of the 
charges made against me by the 
Union - avenue Methodist Episcopal 
Church of this vicinity in which I am 
charged with keeping a house of prosti- 
tution and assignation. When these 
worthy gentlemen of the Union-avenue 
Methodist Episcopal Church made these 
charges, they deliberately lied, as they 


~ have no proof, nor has there ever been 


any proof that my house is a house of 
ill-fame. I moved out into this cottage 
a month ago on account of my poor 
health, and there is no one in the house 
with me except a young lady who has 
been clerking in this city for the past 
three years, and another young lady 
who acts as companion to me, and at 
no time since I have been in this house 
has there been noise or anything that 


would cause any sensible person to 


make the charges that have been made. 
1 have been in this city for the pest 
eleven years, and during that time I 
defy any one to show where I have done 
anything that would brand me as a 
keeper of a house of ill-fame, and I defy 
thecranksthat have made these charges 
to show where I have done anything 
since my removal to this portion ot the 
city that can in any way warraart them 
in charging me with what ‘they have. 
In their letter to you, they ask that a 
policeman be stationed at the corner of 
Burlington and Court streets. I don’t 
think that an unreasonable request, as 
we are very poorly supplied with ‘police 
protection in that portion of the city, 
but I don't think it a necessity that the 
officer should remain at the corner of 
my house any more than at the other 
corners of the two streets. In regard to 
these charges, I have nothing further 
to say. I am willing that you investi- 
gate my house at any time it is con- 
venient, and I invite these cranks to 
bring out the proof of what they have 
charged me with as quick as they can, 
as I know that they have no honest 
proof that my house is a house of l- 
fame, as I know that nothing has oc- 
curred in the house since I have lived 
here that could in any way establish or 
maintain their unjust accusations. We 
have more room than is necessary for 
our small family, so we have rented two 
rooms, and have two more to rent.” 
This letter was signed by Grace 
Fairfield. Her place is called Fairfield 
Villa. She is well known as a member 
of the demi-monde of the city, formerly 
living in a notorious resort on South 
Spring street, and at one time conduct- 
ing a bagnio on North Alameda street. 
The commissioners discussed the matter 
and finally referred it to the Chief, to 
take such action as is consistent with 
the evidence offered. Dr. J. A. McMil- 
lan, pastor of the church on Union ave- 
nue, declares that, while none of his 
parishioners have gone so far as to en- 
ter the house and make a personal in- 
spection of what has taken place there 
they have been disturbed by the hacks 
and carriages which drive to the house 
at all hours of the night, and by the 
boisterous conduat of the frequenters of 
the place.

Preliminary Examination of Ed- 
ward Rangot for Rape. 


A large crowd was in attendance At 
Justice Young’s court yesterday to 
witness the preliminary examination 
of Edward Rangot for the abduction 
and rape of Adrian Pavlides, the 
daughter of Dr. D. Pavlides, the Greek 
Vice-Consul in this city: but, at the re- 
quest of Deputy District Attorney Wil- 
lis, Justice Young ordered the room to 
be cleared, and announced that the ex- 
amination would be conducted with 
closed doors. The announcement ap- 
peared to be exceedingly welcome to 
Dr. Pavlides, who visibly shrank from 
the observation of the curious crowd 
as he entered the room with the little 
daughter who has caused him such 
bitter grief and shame. 

The child herself, a pretty, blue-eyed, 
fair-haired young girl, was the first 
witness called. Mr. Willis confined 
his questions to the intimacy which 
had existed between Rangot and the 
young ‘girl before she left her home, 
omitting any mention of what had 
taken place at Santa Barbara and 
Ventura. 

Adrian testified that she had known 
Edward Rangot for about seven 
months and. Adaline Le Page during 
the two months of her service in Dr. 
Pavlides’s house. Her intrigue with 
Rangot had been aided and abetted by 
the Le Page girl, who had left the 
door open for Rangot on three differ- 
ent ..oecasions when he visited the 
house at night. ah 2 

With Rangot had 
begun about six weeks before she left 
her home, the young man visiting her 
three times, on each occasion between 
the hours of midnight and.5 a.m. His 
first visit occurred about six weeks be- 
fore the flight; the next about a week 
later, and the third ‘fifteen days be- 
fore she left home with hith. | 2 

Her story was corroborated in every 
particular by Adaline Le Page, who 
testified to having seen Rangot leave 
Adrian’s room on two occasions, once 
at a.m. and once about 5:30. She 
stoutly denied having persuaded 
Adrian to risk the elopement, although 
she assisted her in all her plans. 

Dr. Pavlides was put upon the stand 
and testified to the age of Adrian. 
who was born October 21, 1881, and 
will be 14 in another week. | 

The case against Adaline Le Page 
was dismissed, but she was put under 
a $500 bond to appear as a witness 
against Rangot, who was held te an- 
swer in the sum of $1000. 


PRESBYTERIAN FINANCES. 


Jadge Van Dyke Refuses to Enforce 
| a Presbytery Decree. 


Superior Judge Van Dyke handed 
down his decision in the somewhat 
nected case of N. L. Wheelock and E. 
F. Henderson and othe® members of 
the Central Presbyterian church vs. 
the First Presbyterian church, yester- 
day afternoon. — 

The case is based upon an applica- 
tion by the plaintiffs for an injunction 
restraining the defendants from dis- 
posing of or altering the condition of 
$23,791, that sum being the amount of 
mecney awarded to the plaintiffs by 
the Presbytery. of Los Angeles when 
the First Presbyterian church was dis- 
solved by the body. Readers of The 
Times will remember, from the many 
published acounts of the disagreement 
among the members of the First Pres- 
byterian church, that 369 members of 
the church became dissatisfied with 
the church site on Figueroa street 
selected by the majority of the church 
membership; numbering 422, and suc- 

ded in having ‘the presbytery di- 

the membership into two churches, 
called Central . and Westminster 
churches, and awarded $23,791 to the 
Central church as its share of the 
church property. The action of the 
Presbytery was disregarded by the ma- 
jority of the First church and prepara- 
tions were made to build a new cdifice 
on the site selected. The award of the 
presbytery was based upon the esti- 
mate of the value of the church pro- 
perty and cash as follows: Cash, 
$41,000; furniture, $3,000; church lot. 
$7000, a total of $51,000. The amount 
of $23,791 was the proportionate share 
of the minority in the $51,000. 

“The court finds that the First Pres- 
byterian Church is a corporation duly 
organized under the laws of California 
and that the proceedings under which 
the incorporation. proceedings were 
taken did not and could not arise out of 
or be dependent upon the rules or reg- 
ulations or discipline of the association, 
but that the corporation was a creature 
of the law, having certain powers and 
duties of a natural person.“ 

Quoting from the Civil Code, sccs. 
305 and 403, the court says: “The cor- 
porate powers, business and property 
of all corporations must be exercised, 
conducted and controlled by the board 
of directors, and these directors of cor- 
porations other than for profit are 
chosen by the members and must them- 
selves be members of the corporation. 

It is further found by the court that 
the theory that the judgment or decree 
of the ecclesiastical tribunal can be en- 
forced in a court of equity is erroneous. 
“The division of the church and the 
distribution of the funds as proposed 
would be a dissolution and extinction of 
the corporation.“ The court comments 
upon the case of Baker vs. Ducker, (79 
Cal.) and says that it was relied upon 
by the plaintiffs but really makes for 
the defendants. In that case a part of 
the membership of a Lutheran church 
of Stockton diverted the church prop- 


erty from the use for whith it was 
purchased and originally intended. The 
decision of the court in the matter was 
that even a majority could not legally 
do such a thing. 

“It cannot be said in thie case that 
the defendants, or the corporation, have 
laid themselves liable, under the rules 
of law. to have the franchise of the cor- 
poration forfeited.” The court refers 
to the fact that several members of the 
First Presbyterian Church corporation 
are not members of the spiritual body 
or church, and therefore, not amenable 
to the ecclesiastical law. “In this coun- 
try the civil courts have no ecclesiasti- 
cal jurisdiction: they cannot review or 
question any acts of church discipline, 
and can only interfere in church contro- 
versies when civil rights or the rights 
of property are involved; but, when a 
civil right depends upon an ecclesiasti- 
cal matter, it is the civil court and not 
the ecclesiastical, which has to decide.” 

The courf, in conclusion, finds that 


the corporation is performing its logit- 


imate functions, and, therefore, not lia- 
ble to dissolution and division of its 
property; that the demand for the $23,- 
791 is a simple money demand, only en- 
forceable in a law proceeding and not 
in injunction proceedings, and that an 
appeal has been taken by the defend- 
ants against the award of the presby- 
tery and the award is not a final decis- 
ion of binding effeet. The injunction is 
denied, and the temporary restraining 
order vacated.

She Made a Bad Bargain. 


Mrs. Carrie 8: H. Whittlesey has been 
having’ a hard time of it lately with 
her husband, Nelson Whittlesey, and 
her pent-up wrath has at last culmi- 
nated in a suit filed yesterday against 
him and his son, R. T. Whittlesey. 

The complaint tells a pitiful tale of 
disappointment and woe, and expresses 
a determination to get justice if it is 
to be had, 

At the time of her marriage the 
plaintiff was a widow, living in Kan- 
sas, and Whittlesey was a widower 
here in Los Angeles, being further 
blessed with a grown son and daughter. 

Whittlesey was inclined to t the 
joys and sorrows of matrimony a\sec- 
ond time, and accordingly wrote to the 
lady, who was then Mrs. Carrie 1 * 
dleston, and invited her to become Mrs. 
Whittjesey. She consented, provided 
he would pay her expenses to Califor- 
nia. He expressed his willingness to 
do so, but averred that he had not the 
money just then, and if she could raise 
it he would rep her after the wed- 
ding. She accordingly borrowed $100 
and came to Los Angeles. 

The twain were married on January 
7, 1895, by a contract which gave the 
bride an undivided one-third interest in 
all the real estate, clear. of incum- 
brances, and one-half of all future ac- 
cumulations of property. 

Then the son and daughter stepped 
> R. T. and June Whittlesey both 
objected to the new stepmother, and 
they promptly conspired to make her 
life miserable in order to drive her 
away and defraud her of her rights to 
the property, Miss June urging her 
father to put the property in her name 
and R. T. Whittlesey bringing suit on 
alleged claims against the property in 
order to sell it under execution, and so 
defraud his stepmother of her claims. 

In addition to this, Mrs. Whittlesey 
had all the fourteen rooms of the lodg- 
‘ng-house they were keeping to take 
care of. and Whittlesey received the 
rent, which amounted to $110 a month. 
The poor wife was kept on a starvation 

of both cash and food, and her ten- 
der husband amused himself in idle 
moments by telling her that he was 
an anarchist and believed in murder, 
also entertaining the idea of blowing 
up all the banks and public buildings 
in this city. 

Mrs. Whittlesey bore it until pa- 
tience ceased to be a virtue, and she 


has now begun suit to recover her 
rights. 


Empaneling the Jary. 

The trial of Frank Roemer of 
Downey for the murder of B. M. Ullery 
will commence today in earnest, all of 
yesterday having been occupied in 
choosing. and empaneling the jury. 
Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams has re- 
quested the privilege of assisting Mr. 
McComas in the prosecution of the case, 
as he conducted the preliminary exam- 
ination of the defendant and is thor- 
oughly up in all the particulars of the 
crime, it being one of his pet cases. 

The theory of self-defense will play a 
prominent part in the defense of Roe- 
mer, who claims that Ullery reached as 
though for a weapon just before he 
shot. As Ullery had no more formid- 
able weapon about him than a comb, 
the prosecution takes the ground that 
the danger was hardly to be called im- 
minent. 

Ullery had the reputation of being a 
man who was very ready with his re- 
volver, and he had threatened to shoot 
Roemer in the course of a dispute about 
some money. The next time the two 
men met, Roemer was armed, and used 
his pistol with fatal effect.

HE KILLED HIMSELF. 


INQUEST OVER THE REMAINS 
OF OFFICER MAGUIRE. 


The Coroner’s Jary Found That He 
Cémmitted Saicide While Tem- 
porarily Insanc. 


= 


He Left a Will Bequeathing All of 
His Earthiy Belenginas to 
Miss Bella Lewis. 


She Was Betrothed to Him and Com- 
ina Home to Get Married—inter- 
esting Developments — Was 
There a Cause: 


Suicide while laboring under a stress 
of mind tantamount to temporary in- 
Sanity, was virtually the verdict of the 
jury that sat in judgment on the re- 
mains of the late police officer, John F. 
Maguiré. The most interesting feature 
of the inquest was the reading of a will 
found on the dead man’s body when it 
was fished out of the water. The con- 
tents of the document were not made 
known Monday night, for the reason 
that the writing was illegible in its 
water-soaked condition. 
after being thoroughly dried that the 


last bequests of the unhappy policeman 
could be deciphered. 


The will is dated May 10, 1895, four 
days after the departure of Miss Bella 
Lewis for New York, and as all the tes- 
tator's property is bequeathed to her, 
it seems to prove the correctness of the 
theory broached by The Times that the 


tragedy was due to an affair of the 
heart. 


‘CONTENTS OF THE WILL. 

The will is couched in plain language, 
in as few-words_as possible to convey 
the testator’s wishes. It is drawn on 
Los Angeles Athletic Club note paper, 
and is in Maguire's own hand-writing. 
Following is a verbatim copy: 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., May 10, 1895. 

I, J. F. Maguire, of my own free will 
and accord, do hereby certify that this 
is my last will and testament. I be- 
queath everything I possess to Bella 
Lewis, oldest daughter of Jacob and 
Hannah Lewis, living just now on 
Macy street west of the covered bridge 
in Mr. Collins's store. Bella Lewis's 
residence will be in the near future will 
be care of Joe Charig, 1894 Past Eighty- 
second street, New York, or may be J. 
S. Silberstein, 154 Norfolk street, New 
York, 

My property consists of insurance 
policy in Knights and Ladies of Honor. 
Policy held by J. G. Kenan, Seymour, 
Bayler county, Texas. All of which 8. 
Conradi, jeweler, of Los Angeles city, 
knows of. Also all my other personal 
property, to-wit: Horse, saddle and 
bridle and blankets. All of my cloth- 
ing and jewelry, watches, rings and 
diamonds. Everything which I may 
happen to possess at my demise. Only 
I want to be cremated at the expense of 
the Masonic fraternity.

THE FNQUEST. 

The inquest was held yesterday fore- 
noon at the undertaking rooms of 
Kregelo & Bresee. It was attended by 
a number of the friends of the dead 
officer, who manifested the keenest in- 
terest in the proceedings. The scene 
was almost dramatic while a portion of 
the testimony was being given. The 
jury and spectators craned their necks 
forward and gave the closest attention 
as the story of the alleged suicide was 
being unraveled. Everybody present 
appeared to be anxious not to miss one 
word of the evidence that might prove 
a solution of the mystery. 

The first witness called was Dr. E. 
A. Bryant, police surgeon, who as- 
sisted Dr. Campbell, County Coroner, in 
the autopsy. Dr. Bryant described the 
wound which caused Maguire's death 
and stated that, in his mind, there was 
not the slightest doubt that it was 
self-inflicted. The terrible hole in the 
right side of the victim’s head was 
the bullet’s point of ingress. The bul- 
let emefged at the left side of the head. 
Death was instantaneous. 

The second witness was Sergt. J. A. 
Smith of the police force, who related 
the circumstances of the finding of the 
body in the water, and the victim’s re- 
volver near by. There were four ex- 


ploded cartridges in the revolver, one 
empty chamber and one loaded. Four 


shots were heard in the direction of 
the place where the body was found 
at about 4:30 o’clock Sunday morning. 

Sergt. Smith then described the arti- 
cles found on the dead man’s body, all 
of which, except his watch. were placed 
in evidence. The watch had stopped at 
9:50. It was full of water and had been 
sent to a jeweler to be cleaned. The 
purse contained $6.40, all silver, except 
one nickel. The sheath knife was the 
one he always carried. 

The exhibit that evoked the greatest 
interest was the will already quoted, 
which was read aloud and passed 
around for inspection by the jurors. 
The note addressed to Mrs. Lewis and 
her reply were also read and inspected. 

MRS. LEWIS'S TESTIMONY. 

The next witness, and the most im- 
portant one examined, was Mrs. Han- 
nah Lewis, whose relations toward the 
dead officer appear to have been of a 
most motherly nature. Mrs. Lewis 
testified in substance: 

I knew the deceased about fifteen 
years. So far as I know he was single. 
IT saw him last about 12 o'clock Satur- 
day night in a buggy in front of my 
store. He called to my husband to 
bring him some cigars. I asked him 
why he was off duty that night. He 
shrugged his shoulders but made no 
definite reply.“ 

Mrs. Lewis was asked to identify the 
notes in evidence. She identified one as 
having ‘been sent her by Maguire Sat- 
urday evening requesting a few min- 
utes interview. The other was her re- 
ply, asking where. Continuing her tes- 
timony, she said: 

“ft did see him at 9 o'clock for about 
fifteen minutes, in our sitting-room, 
back of the store. My daughter 
Blanche was present. He did not see 
her alone. I saw no money. He did 
not give me any money, and he never 
sent any to my daughter in New York, 
to my knowledge. His interview with 
me was not private. I will tell all he 
said to me and how he acted.“ 

Mrs. Lewis had previously to this re- 
fused to divulge the nature of the in- 
terview which Maguire so eagerly 
sought. When pressed for a state- 
ment regarding it, by reporters and 
officers, before the inquest, her reply 
invariably was that it pertained to 
private business and ‘she would not 
talk about it. Her willingness to tell 
all now, therefore, was hailed with 
great satisfaction, and her narrative 
was listened to more closely than be- 
fore, if possible. 


GOING TO FIGHT A DUEL. 
Proceeding, Mrs. Lewis said: Ma- 
guire was at my house last Thursday. 
He said he came to tell me about his 
trouble with somebody. I asked him 
with whom, and he replied 
would do no good to tell me the name of 
the man, as I did not know him. He

N was a man of fine family, though, and 


it would create a big sensation. He was 
bound 
other way out of the trouble. I tried 
to talk him out of this notion, and said 
What is the use of doing that. If you 
kill him or he kills you, it will only 
make more trouble for the one that is 
left, and his friends. So, don't do it. If 
you do, dont ever come near me 
again.’ 

“He sdid he was sorry, but it had to 
be done. He said he could not go to 
die without telling me all about it, and 
saying good by. He then went into the 
store to say good by to my husband, 
but Mr. Lewis would not shake hands 
with him. Mr. Lewis tried to talk him 
out of the notion, as I had done, but he 
went away saying he was going to mert 
that man and fight it out. 

He came back about 12 o'clock again 
to say good by. He said he was going 
to meet the man he had the trouble 
with, at Mondonville. I think he had 
been drinking a little, but he was not 
drunk. He cried hard when he went 
away, and said, ‘I hate to leave you all. 
If I don't die, I mean, If he doesn’t kill 
me, I'll be at El Paso tomorrow morn- 
ing. If I killh I'll take the first train 
to Texas. If kills me, you'll find my 
body somewhere.’ "’ 


THINKS HE WAS MURDERED. 

“Do you think he was murdered, Mrs. 
Lewis? inquired the Coroner. 

“Of course I do. The money shows 
plain it must be murder. He had 
plenty of money when he went away, 
and when his body was found, only a 
little was left. Surely he did'nt eat it.” 

“How do you know he had plenty of 
money in the evening? 

“Why, the reporters and officers told 
me so, and besides I read the papers.“ 

“Did you see him have any money?” 

“Yes; when he paid for the cigars, he 
took a handful out of his purse. but I 
don't know how much. I do not know 
whether it was gold, silver or copper, 
except two dimes that he gave for two 
cigars, and my husband gave him one 
dime back, because we do not keep 
10-cent cigars.” 

“Then he did not give you, or your 
daughter or your hunband any money?" 

“No, sir.” 

“Was Mr. Maguire engaged to your 
daughter Bella,now in New York city?" 

“Not that I know of.“ 

“Did you know that he made a will 
bequeathing Bella all his property?“ 

“No, sir; and I don’t believe that he 
did anything of the kind.” 

Mrs. Lewis had not been present 
when the will was read. The document 
was handed to her, she tdentified the 
writing as Maguire's and seemed to be 
greatly surprised that such a will was 
in existence. 

“He never told me his life was in- 
sured, but I always supposed that he 
had some insurance in connection with 
his lodges. My daughter Bella is 21 

ears old. She is with relatives in New 

‘ork. Maguire was 41 years old 
March 4.” 


JACOB LEWIS TESTIFIES. 

Jacob Lewis was the next witness. 
His testimony corroborated that of his 
wife in every particular. He related the 
incident, about Maguire’s note to his 
wife a thought it was strange. She 
had forbidden his coming to the house 
last Thursday because of hie talk about 
being compelled to fight a duel. When 
he called Saturday evening to bid them 
good by and again at midnight, he 
remonstrated with him for his folly of 
thinking about fighting. Lewis, I must 
do it; or I'll be killed from behind.“ 
said Maguire. 

J thought maybe he would change 
his mind after the talk my wife and 1 
gave him,“ said Lewis, “but when he 
went away he insisted that he was go- 
ing to Mondonville to fight with his 
enemy who would meet him there. I 
believe in the duel story, and think he 
was murdered. He never talked about 
suicide. He was not insane nor Intoxi- 
cated that night. I knew him twelve 
or thirteen years and was the best 
friend he ever had. He never told me 
about any will or insurance. He was 
not engaged to my daughter and never 
sent her any money that I know of. He 
did not wait on my eldest daughter par- 
ticularly. He went with all my children 
even the little boy, taking them to the 
theater, circus and other places of 
amusement. He was like a brother to 
all of them.” 

“Did he tell you the name of the man 
he was going to fight a duel with?” 

He did not.“ 

Did he ever tell vou the name ot any 
enemy that he had?“ 

“Yes. He said he had enemies on 
the police force. He had a bitter enemy 
in Sergt. Smith.” 

The latter reply rather startled 
Sergt. Smith who was present. Smith 
was afterwards recalled and questioned 
in regard to his relations with Mazuire. 

“There was never any trouble between 
meand Maguire, socially; officially there 
was. I suspended him once and he felt 
hard toward me for a while, but my 
feelings toward him were always 
friendly,” said Smith. 

MISS LEWIS'S NEGATIVES. 

Blanche Lewis, the pretty seventeen- 
year-old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Lewis, was examined briefly. She cor- 
roborated her mother’s account of the 
Saturday evening interview.. She did 
not see Maguire alone, and received no 
money from tim. She did not know 
whether her sister was engaged to Ma- 
guire, and did not know, even, whether 
they corresponded. Miss Lewis's testi- 
mony, in short, consisted principally of 
telling what she didn’t know, which ap- 
peared to be a great deal. She showed 
remarkable composure, and if there 
really ever were any relations between 
her and Maguire other than intimate 
friendship, as has been hinted, she suc- 
ceeded remarkably well in concealing 
the fact. Her appearance betokened 
innocence and guilelessness to perfec- 
tion. 

Officer Benedict testified briefly as to 
the finding of the body and the revol- 
ver. 

James W. Wallace. proprietor of the 
Peerless saloon, told about Maguire 
coming to his place Saturday evening 
and getting a $20 gold piece exchanged 
for currency. He wanted $25 currency, 
but Wallace could not accommodate 
him with that amount. 1 

This closed the testimony, but it was 
informally stated that Maguire also ex- 
changed a $20 gold piece for currency at 
1 cigar store, Saturday even- 
ng. 

The jury, after deliberating for a few 
minutes, rendered a verdict stating that 
Maguire come to his death from a gun- 
shot wound, inflicted by himself with 
suicidal intent, during temporary in- 
sanity, between 12 and 4 o'clock a.m., 
Sunday, October 13.” 

THE MISSING LINK. 

The most important link in the chain 
of circumstances upon which the solu- 
tion of the mystery depended, came to 
hand immediately after the close of 
the inquest. The ink was scarcely dry 
on the written verdict, before an officer 
handed the Coroner a letter which had 
just come through the mail for Ma- 
guire. It proved to from Bella 
Lewis and was dated New York, 
October 9. The contents proved con- 
clusively that Maguire wes affianced 
to Miss Lewis, despite her parents’ 
statements to the contrary. 

Miss Lewis said in substance, amorg 
other things: “Have you sent my 
ticket yet. If not, please send it at 


once, as I am crazy to return to Los

PHOENIX, Oct. 13.—- (Regular Corre- 
spondence.) Last night about 6 o'clock 
a man was seen lying across the track 
of the Santa Fe, Prescott and Phoenix 
road opposite the Maricopa and Phoe- 
nix station.

FILTERS NEEDED. 

Complaints have been frequently 
made since the opening of school that 
the water furnished to several wf the 
school buildings, and notably to the 
Wilson and Lincoln schoojs, is unfit for 
drinking purposes, Small white bugs 
and leeches come through the faucets, 
and the'pupils in many cages either 
utterly abstain from drinking the 
water or else carry the water from 
home for that purpose. Something 


should be speedily done to -remedy 
that defect. In the, Lincoln school 
cloths are tied over the faucets 


and the water is strained, but even. 
then it is hardly drinkable. It should 
be seen to that every school building 
in the city is provided with filters for 
the water and that the utmost pains 
shculd be taken to secure an ample 
supply of pure drinking water. 
Whether the companies are willing to 
admit the fact or not, the water is 
anything but pure, and children most 
easily fall viytims to diseases resulting 
from foul weter..It would certainly 
cost little to have the water filtered, or 
perbaps even distilled, but at all events 
it can be rendered reasonably free from 
animal and vegetable organisms. The 
Health Officer recommends filters, and 
it can be seen with half an eye that 
filters are cheaper than fevers.

Santana Ana is Overrun with Street 
Fakers, but the City Clerk 
Stands Them Off—Another Big 
Water Suit in Santa Ana. 


SANTA ANA, Oct. 15.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.)

‘ARE OFFICERS OF WESTMIN- 
STER CHURCH NO MORE. 
A Mild Verdict Caused by Confasion 
Existing in the Minds of the 
Five Defendants. 


The Decision of the Superior Court 
in the Civil Sait Didn't Help 
Them a Bit. 


They Give Notice of Appeal and Will 
Fight it Out in the Synod 
with the Rev. Bert Estes 
Howard. 


Ruling Elders Salisbury, Hoffman, 
Wiley, Avery and Gordon had their 
turn in the presentation of evidence 
in the charges brought against them 
br the Los Angeles Presbytery, yes- 
terday morning. The evidence of the 
de tense was resumed at 9 o'clock, by 
the reading of some documentary evi- 
dence by counsel for the defense, Mr. 
Gordon. There was read the procced- 
ings of the spring meeting of the pres- 
bytery at San Diego, at which a peti- 
tion from the disaffected members of 
the First Presbyterian Church congre- 
gation, asking for a division of the 
church membership into two sessions, 
and the equitable division, between the 
two congregations, of the funds and 
property of the church, was intro- 
duced. The presbytery replied to the 
petition that they had no right legally 
to do as the petitioners requested, but 
that they recommended an amicable 
adjustment of the difficulties of the 
two factions. A letter from the dis- 
satisfied members of the First Presby- 
terian Church was read, in which they 
said they did not like the new church 
site on Figueroa street, and suggested 
that the advice of the presbytery be 
followed and the property and money 
divided. Following this letter came the 
reply to it in which the congregation 
said that the members who had peti- 
tioned the presbytery were not in a 
position to receive any money or pro- 
perty. as they were still members of the 
First: Presbyterian Church and, as such, 
had no distinct organization to which 
money could be paid or property be de- 
livered. A bylaw of the First Church 
providing for the manner of calling 
‘special meetings, was read, to show 
that the meeting called by the elders 
to arrange some basis of settlement 
between the two factions was called 
in accordance with the law. Some his- 
torical. articles, referring to the fact 
that the First Church had been in ex- 
istence since 1855, were read by Mr. 
Gordon, but ruled out on an objection 
being made by Prosecutor Henderson. 

Mr. Gordon succeeded in introducing 
the minutes of the First Church, show- 
ing that the church was reorganized 
on January 11, 1874. A telegram trom 
the secretary of the First Church to 
the Secretary of State, asking when 
the original articles of incorporation 
were filed in his office, and the reply 
that they were filed March 14, 1879, 
were read. 

Some of the members showed an in- 
clination to ask questions calculated 
to consume time, and Moderator 
Thompson said he was going to en- 
force a rule that no one but the attor- 
neys on each side should ask questions. 
Mr. Hartley and Mr. Stewart looked 
becomingly meek, and, at the first op- 
portunity, broke the rule. 

Elder Salisbury resumed giving testi- 
mony, interrupted at adjournment 
Monday evening. He sad the commit- 
tee of the dissatisfied members of the 
First Church and the elders could not 
agree on any basis of settlement be- 
cause the disaffected were members of 
the corporation. The congregation 
was quite angry at the mere. sugges- 
tion of paying money 
fected, and the elders had a hard time 
allaying the bitter feeling. The elders 
had obtained legal advice, and they 
could not conceive of any legal way, 
in the light of the advice given, to di- 
vert the funds of the corporation for 
payment of the amount awarded to 
the Central Church by the presbytery. 
This evidence was rolling off of Mr. 
Salisbury’s tongue very rapidly, when. 
suddenly, Prosecutor Galbraith came 
from dreamland and objected to the 
evidence. Every one looked surprised 
at the counsellor’s tardy oratory, and 
Moderator Thompson's Knowledge of 
the rules of evidence was not equal to 
the emergency. So it all went in, and 
Mr. Galbraith relapsed into somno- 
lence. The witness said the advice 
given them was all against paying the 
money, and it was said that the unan- 
imous consent of the congregation 
2 be necessary to justify such ac- 
tion, 

“We never received any advice to 
pay the money,” said the witness. “It 
was all the other way and we were 
warned that if we did pay the money 


Again Prosecutor Galbraith showed 
up with a late-in-the-day “objection, 
and the evidence was ruled out. 

The session clerk had $9500 on hand, 
raised among us by collections, but, 
not belonging to the corporate funds, 
and we thought we could raise about 
35500 in the same way. That is the 
reason we offered to pay $15,000." 

Mr. Galbraith became curious at this 
point, and wanted to know how the 
members of the session were attempt- 
ing to settle the matter. . 

The witness knocked out Mr. Gal- 
braith by answering that they were 
‘Straining every point to raise money. | 
by extra collections, in anticipati of 
possible amicable Mr. 
Salisbury then added: We tried to 
settle with them for weeks, but they 
wanted about $20,000, and we thought 
they were not entitled to so much. 
We never attempted to pay the award 
made by the presbytery, and received 
no notice of the meeting held in Mr. 
Salisbury’s office except at the meet- 
ing of the presbytery, in which we 
were not permitted to sit as delegates. 
I was never elected an elder of West- 
minster Church, or notified of any ap- 
pointment as such by the presbytery. 
but was present at its meeting when 
the appointments were made. 
presbytery committee advised us, but 
An net order us, to resign our efices.”’ 

Elder Hoffman corroborated Mr. 
Salisbury, and Mr. Gordon took the 
stand. Mr. Gordon said: I attempted 
to induce the congregation to agree to 
a basis of settlement, and some of 
them became quite violent. I used the 
word “appropriation” in conversing 
with the Central ‘Church members te 
avoid trouble, also. They objected to 
the word ‘donation,’ and asked us if 
we considered ourselves a donation 
party. The legal objection to the pay- 
ment of any money out of the co — 
tion funds to Central Church was al- 
ways in my mind, and I was of the 
opinion that the presbytery was not 
able, legally. to do what they at- 
tempted to do. From my standpoint 
as a lawyer I thought we were entitled 
to official notices of the actions of the 

ytery in organizing our session 
and elders into the session and elders 
of Westminster Church, and awarding 
$23,791 to Central Church from the cor- 
poration funds.” . 

in reply to a question by Mr. Craig. 
of the Prosecuting Committee, whether 
he made his individual opinion the cri- 
terion in questions of right and wrong, 
the witness’ became dramatic and re- 
plied: “My judgment, aided by the 
compass of God's Word, is all I have 
to zo by.” 
The suspended minister, Mr. Howard, 
was the next witness for the defense. 
and said the session of the First Church 


had scriously considered the advisa- 


bility of paying Central Church $10,000 
in cash and presenting it with the 
church furniture, amounting to about 
$15,000 in all, and a committee from 
Central Church said that the amount 
was not enough, but that $18,000 might 
be considered, No promises were made 
and no resolutions authorizing the pay- 
ment of any sum was ever adopted by 
the First Church session, but the offer 
was made in an off-hand way through 
the presbytery, so there could be no 
appearance of compulsion by force of 
circumstances in the matter. “We did 
not ask the presbytery to attempt a 
settlement, but claimed the right to 
settle the money question’ ourselves. 
No record was made of our negotia- 
tions, but it was understood that we 
should insist upon the presbytery res- 
toring us our name and historical con- 
tinuity. We were acting E the church 
sesslon.“ The noon hou™ having ar- 
rived, at this point, an adjournment 
was taken till 1:30 o'clock. 
. AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Upon the reconvening of the presby- 
tery at 1:30 o'clock the defense an- 
nounced that they had finished and 
J. H. Stewart, moderator when the 
First Church was divided, took the 
stand for the prosecution to give rebut- 
tal testimony. In the opinion of the 
witness, formed from considerable ex- 
perience in the ministry and from a 
term as moderator, the circumstances 
of the offenses of the elders giving rise 
to the were extraordinary 
and called for an extraordinary ex- 
ercise of the episcopal power. The 
General Assembly has decided that a 
presbytery may divide a church and, 
said the witness, it appeared only rea- 
sonable to suppose that if the church 
membership could be divided the 
church funds and property could be 
divided also. Those ‘considerations 
alone impelled him when he urged 
prompt and determined action in the 
presbytery. Mr. Gordon wanted to 
know if the witness had ever studied 
law, and received a negative reply. 
Then Mr. Gordon wished to ascertain 
if the witness was satisfied of the legal 
right of the presbytery to divide the 
church. Mr. Stewart replied es.“ 
The counsel for the defense was quite 
amused at this apparent inconsistency 
and tried to get the witness to tell how 
he happened to have such a legal 
knowledge if he had never ‘studied law. 
Mr. Stewart, with one of his quiet, 
comprehensive miles, replied that he 
‘was quite certain that the presbytery 
was right, and Mr. on gave up 
the fight in despair. 

When Mr. Stewart left the stand 
some unimportant documentary ei- 
dence was introduced and at its conclu- 
sion the prosecution announced them- 
selves as through. Mr. Gordon also 
was through, but desired ‘to present 
some views on the question of the guilt 
or innocence of the accused. 

Mr. Gordon argued a long time on all 
the evidence that had been introduced 
in the case and was brought to a stand 
several times by Prosecutor Henderson, 
for talking on matters not in the case 
at all. Mr. Gordon would cool off and 
get back in the middle of the road and 
pretty soon away he would go outside 
the course and Mr. Henderson would 
call him back and the argument would 
proceed. He was rapidly drawing to a 
close when Superior Judge J. W. Me- 
Kinley strode down the aisle and whis- 
pered into Mr. Gordon’s ear. Mr. Gor- 
don’s face was temporarily illumined 
with a bright smile and he informed 
the presbytery that the Superior Court 
had decided the civil suit in favor of 
the First Church. Mr. Henderson took 
occasion, when Mr. Gordon had finished, 
to say that the Supreme Court would 
have a chance to overrule the Superior 
Court in the matter. 

The presbytery then retired and met 
in secret session. After considerable 
discussion as to the sentence which 
should be pronounced against the 
offending elders, the following findings 
and sentence were adopted and, upon 
the reconvening of the presbytery as a 
judicatory body, were read by Moder- 
ator Thompson: 

“The Presbytery of Los Angeles, hav- 
ing heard the charge of contumacy in 
resisting the authority and orders of 
the presbytery preferred by the Prose- 


te the disaf-/cuting Committee of this body against 


Ruling Elders J. C. Salisbury, J. K. 
Hoffman, H. G. Wiley, M. N. Avery 
and H. T. Gordon, constituting the ses- 
sion of the Westminster Presbyterian 
Church of Los Angeles, and having 
carefully considered the testimony in- 
troduced by both parties, together with 
the arguments and explanations which 
have been offered as well by the accused 
as by the Prosecuting Committee. is 
constrained to decide that the said 
charge against the said ruling elders, 
J. C. Salisbury; J. K. Hoffman. H. G. 
Wiley, M. N. Avery and H. T. Gordon, 
constituting the session of said West- 
minster Church, has been fully proved. 
The presbytery, having diligently con- 
sidered the whole case, does hereby 
unanimously adjudge and determine 
that the said session ought to be and is 
hereby dissolved. The reason for this 
mild sentence is that presbytery recog- 
nizes the confusion in the minds of the 
several members of this session as to 
how best to obtain redress of seeming 
wrongs, and that they have taken the 
mistaken and rebellious way in this 
confusion. We desire to give every 
possible opportunity for the members 
of this dissolved session to show their 
future loyalty to the. Presbyterian 
church, and for this, as brothers in 
Christ, we will continue to hope and 


pray.
